to Call on National Guard of Other 


States. 


W ashington, 
May 
12.— Americans 
th roughout Mexico are being warned 
to leave th a t country at once. 
S ecretary of State Lansing made it 
plain 
that 
the orders 
to American 
consuls to urge th eir countrym en to 
return imm ediately 
to 
th e 
United 
States wore not confined to any par­ 
ticular localities. 
H e said the order* 
were issued to consuls ev erywhere in 
Mexico. 
T h e orders of 
the secretary also 
g a \ e to the c o n s u l s authority to leave 
Mexico when, in their own opinion, it 
becomes necessary 
for their safety, 
witiiout waiting 
for 
specific orders 
from th e sta te departm ent. 
Tile 
last census of Americans in 
Mexico, taken by th e sta te d e p a rt­ 
ment six weeks ago, showed less than 
3000 in the entire country. 
Most ol 
them are n ear Mexico City and along 
the east and west coasts, few re m a in ­ 
ing in C hihuahua and Sonora. 
T he war d e p a r tm e n t has plans per­ 
fected to call out the entire national 
guard of tin1 country if the necessity 
arises. 
T h e q u a rte rm aste r's d ep a rt­ 
m ent is in touch with tile railroad 
companies, 
and

certain points 
equipment is being held in readiness 
for an emergency, should 
it arise. 
It is expected t h a t the next troops 
to be called out will be the cavalry 
forces of die various states.
